Mr. Payne Point* Out ■ Differenoe 
Which Kxleta letween Charges of 
IrregularltlM and «r Aetual 
Vlalatlon af Lmm. 

Washington, May 19. — Postmaster 
General Payne Monday aent letters to 
the controller of the treasury, the au- 
ditor of tha post ofllce departmant and 
other offlcara of tha departmatit calllat 
their attention to the statements made 
by former Cashier Tullocb in bis com- 
munication of last Saturday. The let- 
tera ask tor an explanation or further 
laJtormatlon. that might tllrow light on 
tha subject. 

The formal charges of Mr. TuUoch. 
Mr. Payne said, had been dissected 
and matter relating to particular 
branches of the service had been re- 
jarred to the bureaus having Jurisdlc- 
tmu Mr. Payne Monday night said 
iliat he regarded the charge against 
the auditor and the controller as the 
most serious of the allegations. He 
said that If those officers "allowed Im- 
profier accounts to be audited or sup- 
wassed, what might be called 'pay 
jpit' had baan found." Tha ehargea, 
h« said, Impugad thalr good faith and 
Integrity. 

Mr. Payne pointed out a ditteranca 
which existed between ehargea of Ir- 

3:ularlty and of actual Tiolatlon of 
r. "A government official," he said, 
ay buy something which ha had no 
authority to purchase and no authority 
to pay for, but the government geta 
the use of the article nevertheleas. Ir- 
ragularltlea do not nacaasarlly mean 
•jlQrthlng tinlawfuL Tha department 
ttly pay out of the wrong fund either 
hf accident or design, yet that need 
not be unlawful." 

. said in this connection that tho 
charge regarding the disallowance by 
til* controllec of between $80,000 and 
ftfO.OOO was a charge of Irregularity 
and not of unlawftilness and he under- 
etood that practically all uf this »\im 
bad been allowed. 

"It la unfair," he suggested, "to make 
the public hellave that the govern- 
nant haa baaiL cheated out of such an 
aiBount of monajr whan It was only a 
question o( Irragidarltjf 'to account- 
ing." 

Discussing Mr. Tulloch's references 
Co tha Porto Rlcan service, Mr. Payne 
aoggaated that Mr. TuUoch was not 
<dlargad with responaibillty for tha 
Pdrto Rlcan establishment and that 
tha Porto illcan establishment had no 
more to do with the Washington office 
Ithan the Chicago office, for Instance, 
axcept in name, which was for con- 
Tenlence in administration. He said 
it was a physical impoBsibillty for Mr. 
Tulloch to know whether the employes 
at Camp Alger, or in Tdito Rico, or in 
the department, were performing the 
labor for which they were paid. 

"Mr. Tulloch as cashier," he said, 
"did not know what work any set of 
clerks was doing; only the postmaster 
general, the assistant postmaster gen- 
eral or those who had charg« of that 
part of the work would know. Some 
of these allegations that no work was 
performed are now under Investiga- 
tion. If any one haa drawn money 
without doing any service, %• WIB try 
to get the money back. 

"The responsible party is the post- 
master of Waahlngton, who should 
have known whether they were doing 
' any work. I auppoae the poatmaater 
Involved Is the one now dead, Mr. 
Wlllett. • 

Speaking generally, the postmaster 
general aaid the original letters of the 
oadala agalnat whom Mr. Tulloch 
made accnaatlona #^ra neeeaaarilr 
general in tenor, but now that the Tul- 
loch letter fumlahee something more 
deflnito in the way of charges they 
vfll) have an opportunity to make more 
daBnItia rapUes.

His Adversary Pulled a Quo and Shot 
Former Lieutenant Qovernor Five 
Timea — Eaoh Wound Would 
Have Proved Fatal. 

Thlbodeaux, T>a., May 19.— A shoot- 
ing affray which rwsulted In the death 
of ex-Ldeut. Gov. Clay Knobloek oc- 
curred early Monday morning on Main 
street. The a&air created intenaa as- 
cltement The shooting waa done by 
James Oarault, a well-known barber, 
and took place at 7: SO In a section of 
Main street usually crowded. The hour 
was early, however, and not many peo- 
ple were on the atreet Several wit- 
neaaaa of tha ahootlng were found but 
tbey refused to talk further than to 
say that Oarault shot in self defense. 
The two men were seen talking to- 
gether when suddenly ex-Lieut. Gov. 
Knobloek drew his revolver. It seems 
that he experienced some trouble with 
the weapon and it failed to explode. • 
Meantime Garault whipped out his re- 
volver and opened Are on bis adver- 
sary. 

That hla aim waa true was estab- 
lished by the autopsy held by the coro- 
ner, who found five wounds In the dead 
man's body. Either of the wounda 
would have proved fatal. Ex-Lletit. 
Gov. Knobloek, It Is understood, did 
not get a chance to use his revolver. 

Oarault aurrendered to the authori- 
ties immedlaUly but it la beUeved ho 
will be allowed bond. 

Henry Clay Knobloek was a native 
of LaForche parish. He served as 
lieutenant governor under Gov. Sam- 
uel D. McEiU'ty, now United Statea 
senator. He haa been practicing law 
at Thlbodeaux, where he lived with hia 
wife. He ia survived by her and one 
son, Earle, who la engaged in busineaa 
In New O rleans.

SHOT AND KILLED HIS WIFE. 

The Murdered Later Died in His Coll, 
Presumably From Pelaen. 

New York, May 19. — Thoma.s Ander- 
Bon. who h.ul i-iM eiilly been released 
from prison, where ha had st-rved a 
ten yeara' term for burglary, went to 
the residence of hia wife. Ida Potter 
Anderson, in Brooklyn, Monday and 
after vainly endeavoring to get her to 
coHKeiit to live with him a^ain, drew 
a revolver and shot her, inflicting what 
probably will prove a mortal wound. 
Anderson was arrested and died later 
In his cell presumably from poison.
